On the 
contrary, notwitfiiiaiidtng' our admirallon of 
tbe older etiayiils, the compreliensirenefc^ of 
llieir pure Saxon, and tin,* nuund morality they 
inculcate, evtttiu ibat libertine age, every 
one diverted of pnjudicc-- wbo understand* 
ibe subject -mu%t E«e a vatt superionly in 
our pretent copious and expresvve language. 
wiih its large ant) ust-fol additions, and above 
all teeming with fcyotoyuii, iheir differences, 
though aiitvJy exi^ling yet so delicately traced, 
that eveiy dtfinition maybe exjire<sed as it 
were to a h&irVbreadih, ^o i|ut, although we 
m»y if we pleate employ tweuly words to ex- 
press tbe same meaning, and ihua escape llic 
charge of repeiitioa, each of tbe&e words has 
a distinct application of its own, and ittu* 
gives a shade to one particular -picture which 
ootie of the o.hera c»n do. 

That the language should improve, \% just 
as reasonable to believe, as Ibat (he means ol 
transport should dn so. For instance, nlial 
propoitiou of the iot mat aud vxteroal com 
■ncrcc of Great lin lain could; be can led on 
by the few clunky bulbs, and the s:i|l ctuin«ier 
waggons, tbat in those. g.,odold days diaend 
iheir dull Uaglh olon^ lhe> execrable roads. 
I hey however, were sufficient for the require- 
rae'jts of the people, and so akoWs it with 
Ibe language, though no doubt by raapy, the 
Salter was supposed to have arrived at the 
uimost limit of perfection : for an old author 
of Queen Elizabeth 1 * time quaintly and oaivelj 
obsenrs « It is ouly, indeed, in ye present 
reign, tbat ye Kngliih tongue is become com- 
plete, and iinprcrjhle io more." 

Indeed, tbe extreme lenglh to wbich the 
language may become extended, is past all 
calculation, ar.d almost as illimitable a* tjn'-* 
or apace. Kvery new discovery in ait or 
science, nay, every improvement even of tm 
old one, calls for a fresh coinage, every con 
•piest in:tde, every colony planted, helps to 
en'arge the vocabulary of our grand ar.d 
beautiful language j end only »heu we shall 
bring our discoveries and invention* to a 
ciiii;, ccsse our eierliona, and rest tltggiibly 
upon our o^rs, will the language really be 
improvable no moio. Tiie Ca-tiliao, >>beu 
♦^pat« drove tbe Moots from her shores, tent 
tier gigantic Argo,ies across the Atlantic, sod 
added a new world to the crown ol Caitite 
and Arragon, liad already riuo to its present 
perfection : for from tba; day to tbe present, 
fcarcelv an improvement or addiiionhai taken 
places and it i* even much more copious than 
Iheir retrograde notions and crammed com- 
merce has occasion for ; abd until Spain rid* 
herself of Ibe incubus ol superstition iti'at on- 
wresses both her and her colonics, her vocabu- 
lary will remain fixed, and as she degenerates 
more and mare, to w,|| many f the harmo- 
uious Caslilian words more and more fall into 
disquietude for want of objects and abstract 
ideas to apply ibem to. ( /hd so uill we find 
it throughout Ibe world, Ibat (be beauly, pro- 
poitious, and versatility of each tuiioo'a 
speecU, may serve a"s a tvpe to tbow ut tbo 
pretent or, pa*l pomioa, locivitizati'o, which 
tbat people enjoyi, or h« enjoyed in some 
period of its previous history, 

Compare our language with (hat of the 
.Sandwich Islands, the mosta-Jvanctdof any in 
the almost Countless archipeldgoes ic tbe Pa- 
cific. In a single page of English quarto print 
translated into the Kanafcn, the tame word will 
perhaps requite to be repeated hundred* of 
times, and even then the meaning Jje but dimly 
sbadowtd forth, because it iaapphed to thought 
and objects far above tbe original application 
of the term. To make tny meaning iu this 
case-still plainer, I «vilt briefly relate my owo 
experience io learoiag Casitliao.

ol legitimate ones. . In Kngtand itself ibe lal 
tcr fault ia tcarcely known, and although 
slang terms arc coined with equal facilily 
among a similar class as in America, they are 
there confined lo their oiigin, and . are but 
rapely appropriated except by gambles and 
pickrpockets.

A 
Canadian member of Parliament accuses- his 
fellow- member of the crime of log rolling 
the other retorts by designating his opponent 
a wiffi fuller ; now, suppose an aristocrat ol 
the last century to be an auditor, what would 
naturally bf bit conclusions 1 Why, that 
both of those' ba«e mechanics ' should be ex- 
pelled forthwith from that auguU assembly, 
*hen perhaps neither of the gentlemen in 
question, during, his interesting career, had 
ever handled a harsher material than red tape. 
In speaking of workygcullcmen will discourse 
learnedly of Bosses, A delinquent bank cterk 
uow-a-days ocver fal's into low company, be- 
comes dissipated, then a defaulter, end runs 
away, kills the officer that pursues hitn, is 
finally captured and hanged. Oh no ! lie 
comes it strong with Ibe fosse* shtriplaaUrs, 
rigs out in tip-top style, concludes to slope, 
*noke tracksfilc verly wu/uutttlate ,o r. tvi moos, 
brings down the detective with his tltooting 
iron, gets a clip Irorn another in the peeps* , 
tcjiidi puts it in mourning, and lands rum 
like a thousand of. brick After many bets. 
Among tbo initiated as lo his chances of 
winging he is tesAotalty used up Uj the 
big t«»r,and notwithstanding much dickering 
on the nart of his ' dutmmyt, he is at fast 
hung, just qs if he was a piece of beef. 

The root of any. new wo;d ■ilrc-jcto 1 iiilw 
lUJtoflJy, suotilu 1 at least b«r swaoa 
\o*j to its application, and it should define it- 
self more perfectly, and within a smaller com- 
pass than its synbnytne which it is intended lo 
soperwde ; but a very large proportion of 
the w ords falely introduced io<o our vocabu 
lary in America, and admitted even into 
Webster, fall short in one or both of these 
particulars, and are therefore, instead of im- 
provements, mere cumbrous clogs on qui 
means of conveying our ideas to each other. 
To such word) as " locomotive," and many 
other technical terms, we cannot take ao) 
reasonable exception, for I bey actually term a 
Useful purpose ; but I would tvKh to know for 
what object of utility or ornament we are 
pestered with such words as «' rooster," 
Mote,'* u buggy » " betterment," " dicked" 
and some hundreds ol others, unmeaning of 
themselves and unseemly iu their sounds. Oi 
lid: new words that have been manufactured 
through mock modeuty, I would merely re- 
watkj that tboy of thtmseltes plainly indicate 
a very low state of real modesty iu the con 
coctor of then).

some of them, indeed, so much so, that iu 
many peculiar applications Ibey will coavey

ally tec the meat." Most certainly tastes 
differ,* but I tbyuld decidedly .Ink* sides with 
I'alrick, and prefer Ibu roots for my eating 
We all kuoir how * l guess" acd *» locate*' are 
abused,. SO; is " coi'siderable" considerably. 
Ask mDny' boivlsr^e a dfy Toronto i?, a&d 
Ihey will briefly reply '• considerable," ubich 
may mean that it is not quite so lar^e as N' ,v ?« 
market, or a great deal larger than London. 
Properly speakin*, when any thing is conclu- 
ded we arc done wilh it j but in America we 
have just resolved on commencing it.

The increafc in September was very consider- 
able, and iherc is a probability that thcrejvili 
be another similar increase in October.
